Chief .Rabbi’s Grave Warning 


The Chief Rabbi preached at St. John’s Wood Synagogue on 
the first day of Passover, which was chosen for response to His 
Majesty's desire for a Day of Prayer “to give thanks to Almighty 
God for past blessings, and humbly to pray for strength and 
guidance in facirig the tasks that lie ahead.” 

in the course of his sermon Dr, Hertz said: 

“ The mass of the people in this country have not yet 
sufficiently grasped the fact that all we have and are, our lives, 
our faith, our country—all stand in danger of utter and irretriev- 
able destruction, unless complete victory is ours. A partial 
victory would spell disaster to our cause. Thus, if we lose the 
battle of the Far and Near East, that means the end of the 
British Empire; and its downfall would shake the civilised world 
to its very foundations. It would mean the definite passing of 
all those ideals for which that Empire stands in the cyes of men. 

“ The British Empire has not been, and is not to-day, fault- 
less: its rulers do not always know how to distinguish between 
friends and enemies; and they have often failed to win the love 
of the peoples under their sway. And yet it is unchallengable 
truth that the British Empire is earth's nearest realisation 
hitherto of might coupled with justice and humanity. If— 
Heaven forbid—it is succeeded by the New Order announced 
by the Axis Powers, then—in the words of H.M. the King—the 
lights of freedom, tolerance, and kindliness would be blotted out 
for long generations; and throughout that time, the latest refine- 
ments of science wottid be linked with the cruclties of the Stone 
Age, as Mr. Churchill put it. 

“A stalemate peace would be fatal to us. Even though 
Britain itself remained unconquered, the resulting peace would 
be Carthaginian in its severity, and would within a few years 
be but the prelude to final destruction. Compared to the fate 
reserved for Britain by the Nazis, the treatment now meted out 
to Poland would be mild. * Englishmen are the Jews of Western 
Europe.” snecred Richard Wagner, the musica! anti-Semite, who 
is hatled as a spiritual ancestor of the Nazi philosophy; and the 
disappearance of both Englishman and Jew is the declared aim 
of Nazi policy. ‘* We shall win, or we shall die, was the 
Australian Prime Minister's summing up of the situation. 

“We are thus combatants in the most sacred conflict in human 
history. To each man and woman throughout the Allied 
Nations, therefore, comes the searching question in the Haftara 
to-day: * Art thou for us or for our adversaries’? * Do you by 
your life advance the cause of freedom, or do you by your doings 
and conduct retard its victory and dishearten the men and 
women upholding that sacred cause? 

“As to readiness to sacrifice life in the cause of freedom, 
there is fortunately but one answer. ‘We mothers are called 
upon to send our children to what often is almost certain death,’ 
a young mother once said to me. There 1s, however, one agony 
—she continued after a few moments— that would be even 
greater than that—if the child refused to go to almost certain 
death in defence of king and country.” Few British mothers, 
whether Jewish or non-Jewish, suffer that greater agony. 

* Gratifying as this is, it must be confessed that there has been 
in this war a certain failure on the civilian front. Think of the 
hosts of fifth columnists and quislings, defeatists and strikers 
in the Allied countries. In our own land, too, men and women 
have been sentenced to severe punishments for dealing with the 
enemy, for spying on his behalf, and for even more treasonable 
activities. There have also been far too many looting offences. 
In one area alone—Deal—t?$9 such cases occurred in One year. 


** Remarkhbly little public attention has been directed to some 
of these crimes, probably for a most peculiar reason: because 
there were next to no Jews among the malefactors. No Jew 
among the fifth columnists and quislings, none among the spies 
and traitors, and only one or two among the looters! Other- 
wise the reaction might have been quite different, as it is -in 
connection with offenders of another class, of the so-called black 
market. Jews form but a relatively small portion of the 40,000 
offenders prosecuted on this head; and yet some enterprisiag 
journalists seem to speak of this transgression of the law as an 
exclusively Jewish crime. Even members of Parliament have 
asked why the Jewish Community does not deal with tgese 
miscreants. 

“ This is ominous. Military and naval disasters of a nature 
unknown before in British history, following upon political 
blunders on a colossal scale, rankle in the breast of the nation. 
It is part of human nature at such times to seek a scapegoat; or, 
at least, to feel the eventual need of a lightning conductor of 
the popular discontent. The masses have been made ‘Jew- 
conscious,” and demagogues may easily rouse them to blind 
racial hatred. But racial hatred is a poison which not only 
embitters, but corrodes a people: and, therefore, degrades and 
weakens the national spirit. Such hatred is worlds asunder 
from * the humble prayer for strength and guidance in facing 
the tasks that lie ahead * that H.M. the King asked for: and it 
—er does not help the triumph of freedom and justice on 
eartn. 

“A word of cautio# to some of our own Jews. Let me repeat 
to them the ancient ethical maxim, * Be not wicked in thine own 
esteem.’ Self-respect is a cardinal duty, and applies to everyone, 
both in his individual capacity and as members of a community. 
Do not, therefore, look upon yourself or your people as hope- 
lessly reprobate. True English mép and women never wmdict a 
whole people or an entire community. Is it less reprehensible 
to do so, when it happens to be your own people and your own 
community? No one in his senses would hold the Anglican or 
the Catholic Churches responsiple -for the .looters and traitors 
who are born Anglicans or born Catholics: why, then, this 
alacrity on the part of Jews to condemn both Jews and Judaism 
because of a few, or even a larger number of, scoundrels? By 
all means let the Government punish the offenders, not as Jews 
or Christians, but as criminals. Any other policy constitutes a 
monstrous injustice and weakens the national effort. Any other 
policy would make those that follow it unworthy, in the eyes of 
an all-just God, to witness the fulfilment of the prayer uttered 
in spirit to-day throughout all the United Nations: * Next year 
may we all be free men!’ ” 


PASSOVER BROADCAST 
The Lesson of the Festival 


In the course of a Passover broadcast, radiated on Monday 
over the B.B.C. African Service, the Chief Rabbi said: 

“ The Festival of Passover is not unconnected with the past 
of Africa, and is of deep import to the whole future of man. 
Its first celebration was on African soil, when, in the days of 
Moses. the children of Israel were delivered from Egyptian 
bondage. Obviously, the epic of freedom, as told in the first 
half of the book of Exodus, which records one of the great. 
events in the annals of humanity, forms the main theme ai 
reflection on Passover; but this Festival also recalls another 
soul-stirring scene from later Jewish history. It was a thousand 
years after the going forth from Egypt, when defeat and destruc- 
tion had overtaken Israel. To the Prophet Ezekiel, who had 


accompanied his despairing brethren into exile, and whose 
description of the scene is read as one of the lessons on Passover, 
it looked as if he were standing in the graveyard of his people. A 
vast valley of | bones seemed to stretch out before him. * Can 
these dry bones live?’ was his agonising = 

“Is not all this a parable of the scene that confronts so many 
free nations to-day, enveloped as they are in darkness, crushed 
by defeat, doomed to totalitarian destruction? It is only nine 
years since Nazism came into power; and yet within those few 
years it has done things so terrible that people will grow grey 
when they hear the full story. ‘With deepest anxiety, therefore, 
we repeat the question that tormented the ancient Prophet, ‘Can 
these dry bones live?’ Is there still hope for freedom, civilisa- 
tion, humanity on earth? The answer of Passover proclaims to 
men and nations that God, Who in Egypt espoused thé cause of 
brick-making slaves against the royal oppressor and led them 
out of the house of bondage into freedom, is a God of justice 
and freedom; and that utter destruction awaits every rule and 
dominion which denies justice and freedom to men. 

“ Victory will bring with it far-reaching changes. A new age 
is dawning. The leaders of democracy and freedom are resolved 
that war and bloodshed as arbiters of differences between nation 
and nation shall at last disappear from earth. Then alone will 
our children live, and not walk in the valley of the shadow of 
fear, darkness, and death, as their elders have doomed to 
do twice in 25 years. And that will not be the only change on 
the ‘map of life. Remember the words of Isaiah the Prophet: 
‘He will swallow up death in victory: and the Lord God will 
wipe away tears from off all faces... Now God works through 
human agents. Therefore, when death has been swallowed up in 
victory for the Allied nations, comprehensive endeavour must be 
made to right immemorial wrongs; to end preventible sufferings, 
still rampant, in so many places; and wipe away tears from the 
faces of the victims of injustice and oppression. 

“In the new world after the war, Jewish blood and Jewish 
belief will be no excuse tor denial of full human rights: and 
anti-Semitism will no longer be the devil's key to open wide. the 
gatcs of any nation’s soul to racial hate, religious persecution, 
and political disintegration.. And, of course, the Jewish 
problem, though it is the heart and spear-point of the whole 
human issuc, ts only part of that issue. Wholesale indictment 
of any people is inconsistent with any rational approach to the 
great human problem, how to deal with the enemy peoples, that 
will face us after the war. It is true, we cannot in justice con- 
done, and we shall not condone, the studied inhumanities of the 
Nazis, and even less so the devilish ritual of unspeakable 
cruelties performed by the Japanese. But punishment must be 
confined to the gorilla leaders and dehumanised agents who 
were the authors and perpetrators of those infernal crimes. Men 
and women who speak the language of. Edmund Burke, do not 
indict a whole nation. 

“ The Jewish mystics tcll us that when, in the last days, the 
great jubilee dawns for humarity, God will inflict the direst 
conceivable punishment upon Satan: He will turn him into a 
good Angel! It is for the victors so to frame the post-war 
re-cducation of the enemy peoples that the extraordinary disci- 
pline, astounding industry, and deadly efficiency which those 
peoples have so often put to Satanic uses shall be transformed 
to finer issues and be lifted to the highest -plane for the good 
of all mankind.

PASSOVER REMINDERS 


HE lessons taught by the Passover must not be for- 
MT cotter during the year, for they weave into a colourful 

pattern most of the cardinal teachings of Judaism. 
The significant ritual of the Festival reminds us of man’s 
right to be’ free, stresses the importance of home life. the 
necessity Of faith in Providence, and above all, the import- 
ance of training our sons and daughters to take an inquiring 
and sympathetic interest in Jewish life and practice. Its 
consoling thought fort these tragic days in that wrong may 
triumph for a time but that deliverance from suffering is 
bound to come. It was the conviction of a very wise man 
that “the battle is not to the strong, nor the race to the 
swift.’ Justice and morality cannot be for ever defiled 
with impunity and no dictator can succeed in finally rob- 
bing man of his inalienable claim to liberty. The duel 
between Moses and Pharaoh is a reminder for all times 
that God takes the part of the oppressed against the 
oppressor. Sinae the Exodus, the voice of Liberty has 
always spoken with a strong Hebrew accent. 

Apart from its general humanitarian lessons, Passover 
also appeals to the individual conscience. At the con- 
clusion of its celebration, it is well to reflect on what it has 
taught us, in order to improve our way of life. The formula 
“let all those who are in need, enter and eat,” with which 
we began our Seder, was eloquent ofthe spirit of generosity 
which must characterise the Jew throughout life. This 
feeling of sympathy must extend in as equal measure to our 
kith and kin as to the needy and the alien in our midst. 
Had the world learnt this lesson, there would not have been 
the need for world-devastating wars to teach mankind how 
to appreciate life's blessings ignored in years of peace and 
plenty. Judaism supplied humanity with the blue-prints 
of civilisation in the distant days of long ago. The tragedy 
only is that they have been for so long ignored by the many. 


HAT a rich object-lesson the Seder itself was! What 
order and harmony then prevailed in Jewish homes 
and what-a helpful spirit of co-operation then marked the 
attitude between parent and child! The youngest is eager 
to ask questions, the adult just as eager to reply. Should 
not this ideal understanding between old and young prevail 
throughout the year? The questions need not all be of a 
stereotyped nature. Life bristles with so many problems for 
the expanding intelligence and personality of the adolescent, 
and the adult must train himself to tackle them sympatheti- 
cally for the inquiring mind. When our youth cease asking 
questions, two causes are responsible. Either they have become 
indifferent to Jewish aspirations, or their silence is due to 
the incompetence and insincerity with which their questions 
are answered. The crying need of our times is the education 
of the parent as well as of the child, the reorganisation of 
the Jewish home on sound Jewish lines as well as the 
a of the Jewish school on sound pedagogic 
ines. 

The Talmudic advice “to distribute nuts on the eve of 
Pesach to the children so that they keep awake and ask 
questions” (Pes. 109a.) is a reminder to our educationists 
to use every ingenious device for stimulating interest. What 
onde sg at the art of pedagogy our ancestors were and 

ow they sought to turn the child into an observant pupil 
long before he entered the schoolhouse! The home was 
made an exciting place for the child to live in. There 
he witnessed Judaism in practice; there he first beheld the 
Mezuzzah on each door, and there he was first fascinated 
by the lights of Sabbath and Festival. He observed the 
difference in life, dress, and food brought about by the 
Holy-days and the change of mood ushered in by Yom 
Kippur and Simchat Torah, by Purim or Tisha b’Av. It 
was in the home that he saw his parents and their friends 
rejoicing at a Brit Milah and Pidyon Haben, a Barmitzvah 
or wedding, or perchance plunged into grief when death 
deprived the family circle of one who was beloved, or when 
Observing Shiva or Yahrzeit. Passover reminds us that 
without the home atmosphere, our lessons on religion in 
the classes must possess for the child only an artificial 
value. For reality mocks them in the home and in the life 
of the thoughtless parent. Indeed, it would seem that 
greater concern should be felt these days by the leaders 
of our people lest parents fall asleep over their parental 
responsibilities. If children are given nuts to keep them 


awake, parents should be given hard knocks. 
W! are also reminded to be philosophic and to accept 

the bitter and the sweet of life gracefully. A blessing 
was recited over the Maror as well as over the Matza at 
the Seder table. To have all we want in life is often a 
questionable advantage. Prosperity often blunts the better 
senses of an individual as well asa nation. It is then that 
trouble and suffering act as a bitter tonic, arousing nations 
and individuals from their lethargy and uniting them in a 
bond of fellowship which was only a dream in better times. 
The combination of wine and bitter herbs at the same Seder 
table also was an historical lesson that the Jew must expect 
to taste both as he wages his battle of life, often in. alien 
and hostile surroundings. 

One other reminder, of the Festival is that the education 
of our girls must noslonger be neglected. Many parents in 
their folly reverse the policy of Pharaoh. For he decreed 
that all new-born sons be destroyed and the daughters .be 
allowed to live. By neglecting the education of girls, we 
are destroying a potential element for good in Jewry. There 
must be no distinction in the training we impart to boys 
or girls if we are not to witness the collapse of our whole 
system of religious education. In planning for the future, 
Our educators must not weary in their efforts at raising 
also a Jewish womanhood at home in our culture and 
familiar with all our traditions. Unfortunately, there are 
Only too many women to-day in our community who are 
unworthy of the holy task allotted to Jewish motherhood.

CENSORSHIP AGAIN 
Palestinian English Paper the Sufferer 


Professor L. B. Namier, in a letter to the MANCHESTER 
Guarpian last week, drew attention to a further incompre- 
hensible act of the Press censorship in Palestine. He reproduced 
the concluding paragraph of a leading article about the Struma 
which the censor struck out from the PaLestine Post on 
ys 27. The paragraph read: 

“It is yet too early and the shock too fr responsi 
allotted and the guilt to be established. But must 
goes without saying. That is one of the most established traditions of the 
Empire under whose protection we live Catastrophes such as Yhese have 

more than once in British history to far-reaching decisions. But what- 
ever investigation is conducted, whatever action taken, one thing is certain: 
This mvust never happen again.” 

Professor Namier added: “ Surely this is legitimate comment 
and, indeed, remarkably restrained in the circumstances,” and 
he wondered whether Lord Cranborne’s similar sentimengs passed 
the Palestine Censor. 

The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, in a leader, pointed out that the 
Palestine censorship appeared to be invading new territories. 
Most of its ‘exercises of power which were recently criticised, 


said the paper, arose from a desire not to offend Arab sentiment. 


“ This particular exercise, if it is confirmed, would mean that 
the censorship was protecting the Administration not only from 
criticism but even from possible or implied criticism, for the 
Passage does not impute responsibility to anyone.” 


Middle East Possibilities 


Discussing the possibility of a German offensive in the Middle 
East, the same newspaper, in another leader, stated that the 
censorship had drawn a thick veil over political conditions in 
the Middle East and “ presumably we have been suffered to hear 
so little: because there is so little good we could have heard. 
Except in one point there is no enthusiam for the Allied cause 
anywhere in the Middle East. . . . The fact is unpleasant, but 
there is no use in closing our eyes to it, the paper adds. 

“Only in Palestine is there a compact, resolute, tough people 
anxious to place all its resources of men and talent at the 
disposal of the Allies because their cause is the cause of the 
Allies. But we have discouraged the Jews and chosen to believe, 
against all the facts, that we can win the phantasmai co-operation 
of the Arabs by sacrificing the real co-operation of the Jews. 
We may reasonably hope to have a space of time ahead of us 
to review our policy and correct our errors. Shall we be resolute 
eg imaginative enough to do it in that vital region?” concludes 
the paper. °

LEND-LEASE SHIP TAKES WINE TO U.S.A. 
Saving Ancient Palestinian Industry 


A drive to help the Jewish wine industry of Palestine, which 
is threatened with destruction because all markets except that of 
the U.S.A. have been cut off by the war, has been launched in 
America by ¢ight national: Jewish organisations devoted to 
Palestine, reports Palcor, from New York. It was announced 
that 10,000 cases of Palestinian wine had arrived in New York 
harbour in a ship returning from a perilous journey to the 
Middle East with Lend-Lease material 

Emphasising that it was ofthe utmost importance to give 
every assistance to Palestine, which was a bulwark of the 
democratic cause in the Middle East, the heads of the organisa- 
tions called upon their members to come to the support of the 
ancient wine industry of Palestine by disposing of its products, 
particularly in connection with thé celebration of Passover, in 
which Palestinian wine has always figured prominently 

The organisations concerned include the Palestine Foundation 
Fund, the Jewish National Fund, Hadassah, the United Palestine 
Appeal, the Mizrachi Organisation, Poale Zion, and Junior 
Hadassah. 

At a public meeting held in North London last week it was 
decided to reform the Poale Zion branch in that area. Addresses 
were given by Dr. S. Levenberg and Mr. O. Strassberg, and 
both speakers called for a vigorous continuation of the struggle 
for a Jewish Fighting Force. Mr. N. Jackson, Hon. Secretary 
of the Poale Zion, gave a report on the work of the movement 
in the past six months. 


PREHISTORIC FINDS IN PALESTINE 
Stone Age Implements in Caves 


The discovery of the remains of an ancient civilisation in 
Palestine, closing a gap in knowledge about Stone Age men 
who lived from 7, to 8,000 years ago, has been announced 
in New Haven, Conn. U.S.A, by Professor’ Millar Burrows, 
Professor of Biblical Theology at the Yale Divinity Schoo! and 
President of the American Schools of Oriental Research. “ This 
is one of «the most significant prehistoric finds in Palestine in 
recent years,” said the Professor. “ It provides archacologists 
with valuable information about Neolithic men who lived in 
caves in the Holy Land. ages before the times of the Hebrew 
patriarchs,” 

Excavations made under grants from the American Schools 
of Oriental Research and the Hebrew University by M. Stckelis, 
resident archaeologist in Palestine, resulted in his finding pottery 
and houschold utensils in caves near the sea coast. Flint 
implements and animal bones were discovered near Jaffa. 
‘Farther north, on the west side of Mount Carmel,*near Haifa, 
another cave yielded numerous indications of a Civilisation just 
cuerees from the Stone Age and of the animals that lived at 
that time. 

“ This discovery .marks the first time that pottery has been 
found in Palestine which we can classify as late Natufian, a 
relatively late phase of the Stone Age,’ said Professor Burrows. 
“It fills a gap in the knowledge of archacologists concerning 
Stone Age civilisation, inasmuch as this culture is probably 
Neolithic—-about 7,000 to 8,000 years old. As a result of this 
discovery, a solid bridge. of know ¢ seems to have been estab- 
lished which connects the Stone Age and the well-known cultures 
that followed. It provides a transition period on the road to 
the era of recorded history ” 

Carefully scraped flint instruments found in the dim interiors 
of the two caves include scrapers, borers, sickle blades with 
pegeed teeth for harvesting, awls, needles, arrowheads, and saws. 

he fact that implements to harvest grain were found indicates 
that the people of this period were emerging from the cave-and- 
hunting stage of civilisation into the more advanced stage of 
agriculture.

Although the influx of large numbers of English-speaking 
troops into the Middle East and the opening of British Institute

I. V. ROSENTHAL 
Superintendent of Jewish Orphanage 


The death on the Eve of Passover of Mr. Israel Victor 
Rosenthal, who was a member of the staff of the Jewish 
Orphanage, Norwood, for 34 years, will be deeply mourned by 
the many pupils whose respect and love he carned., 

Ms. Rosenthal joined the staff at Norwood in 1907 as. an 
assistant teacher. ‘In I1Wl he was promoted to be Vice-Master. 
On his completion in 1932 of twenty-five years’ service he was 
presented with gifts from the staff, the boys and girls, and the 
little children of the Gabricl Home. He took up the duties 
of Superintendent in 1938. 

Mr. M. Kaye, retired Headmaster of the Orphanage, wPites, in 
a tribute: 

the Jewish Orphanage has lost one of the best workers in its long history 
At the outbreak of war, the removal of the pupils was carried out under the 

C.C. evacuation scheme Mr. Rosenthal was affected profoundly. by the 
separation from the amenities and traditions ot Norwood, especially the 
Svnagoguc. where he had officiated tor so long He took the changes very 
much to heart, and his health, never robust, gradually worsened wll he 
broke down compleicly last autumn He was the victim of war conditions 
must as much as if he had served as a soldicr. He leaves behind him an 
honoured name, and a reputation which his wite and children, his triends 
and colleagues can treasure a8 a precious memory of his fine personality 
and his exceptional record of notable service to ‘the Jewish Community. 

Mr. Rosenthal was a promincnt Mason He served as Master and 
Preceptor of his mother lodec and was taised to provincial rank in recor- 
mtion of his devotion to the traft. 


MR. LOUIS COHEN 


Headmaster, Stepney Jewish Schools 


A well-known East London figure. Mr. Louis Cohen, Head- 
master of the Stepney Jewish Schools, dicd last week. 

Originally a pupil at the Schools, Mr. Cohen afterwards 
became a member of the stafl, end was later placed on the 
promotion hist of the London County Council and appointed 
Hicadmaster @i the L.C.C. Rutland Street School.

ALL SLOVAKIAN JEWS TO BE 
DEPORTED 


The Minister of the Interior of the Slovak puppet Govern. 
ment, Sano Mach, has announced in Bratislava that, in accord- 
ance with the “ New Order’ in Europe, all the 90,000 Jews in 
Slovakia are to be deported to a territory reserved for Jews. He 
did not state where that territory was, but he indicated that even 
baptised Jews would be sent there and that the deportecs would 
be compelled to do. forced labour. He also announced the 
“approval” of the Slovak church of anti-Jewish measures, 
‘** because it was widely known that in the event of a Russian 
victory the Jews would assassinate all priests.” 

It is stated in Bratislava that the deporices will have to leave 
behind all their belongings for the benefit of the members of the 
pro-Nazi Hlinka Guard. According to some reports, the territory 
reserved «for the Jews is in Poland or occupied Russia. 

In the meantime, three new forced labour camps for Jews 
have been established in Slovakia, making a total of 17 such 
camps. 

Last week, large forces of police and of Hlinka Guards 
organised mass raids on Jewish homes in Presov and other 
towns. Over 10,000 Jews were detained and sent to the new 
forced labour camps. 

Sixty of the sixty-one branches of Jewish communal boards 
in Slovakia have been closed down. 

All Slovaks who jointly own firms with Jews have been 
ordered to dissolve their partnerships. The Jewish partners 
were ordered to register their shares, which will be transferred 
to “Aryans.” It is noteworthy that when the Slovak Govern- 
ment first launched its “Aryanration policy, it compelled 
many Jewish firms to take m “Aryan” partners in order to 
enable them to learn the business methods of the Jews. Now 
the Jews are to be completely ousied. 

A number of Jews, including some Rabbis, have been im- 
prisoned for spreading “ alarming news,” especially about anti- 
Jewish measures. The police also complain that some non-Jews 
have been trying to intervene on behalf of Jews. 


EXILED TO TEREZIN 


The expulsion of Czech Jews to the new central ghetto in 
Terezin has already commenced. The exes have to leave bebind 
everything cxcept a few personal belongings. Their homes and 
furniture are placed at the disposal of new German settlers in 
the Protectorate. 

Aryans must leave Terezin by May 31. 


MORE REICH DEPORTEES 


The deportation of Jews from Germany, the Swedish Press 
reports, is now starting again alter having been stopped for 
two months. During the neat few weeks, several freight train- 
loads of Jews dre expected to leave for the East, at only a 
few hours’ notice. The maximum age for deportces is atepresent 
6S. It seems, the reports add, that the Gestapo has abandoned 
the idea of founding ghettoes in Germany, and that, in spite of 
the approaching spring oflensive, there gre now enough loco- 
motives and freight cars available. A tendency has also been 
noticed to treat as pure Jews those of mixed descent ‘who, 
according to the Nuremberg Laws, enjoyed some privileges. 
lt is therefore thought that i is planned eventually to deport 
ull “* Mischlings.” These are at present estimated § to 
number 1,200,000. It is stated that the same method of dealing 
with the Jews as was applied in Slovakia will also be applicd 
lo the remaining continental countries: when Jews are deported 
to the East, they will be deprived of their former citizenship 
sO as to prevent them from returning. 


LEON BLUM’S 70th BIRTHDAY 


M. Leon Blum, France's Jewish ex-Premier, now facing trial 
at Riom, by command of the Nazis, on a charee of ™ war 
guilt,” was 70 years old yesterday. This veteran statesman, 
revered by patriotic Frenchmen as a symbol of France's grcat- 
ness and indestructibility, has been facing his quisling accusers 
with untaltering courage. last week Socialist leaders of 
countries Occupied by the Nazis sent him a message CAPressig 
their admiration for the way in which he is defending krench 
democracy and liberty. It is now rumoured that the ‘trial, 
which has been suspended until April 18, will not reopen. 

M. Blum, who was born in Paris, entered politics in 1914. He 
became leader of the French Socialist Party in 1924. Premier in 
1936-37, and again in 1938 

It iS interesting to recall thats as a yeuth, he assisted in the 
defence of Zola after the famous “J'accuse ™ arti@le on the 
Dreyfus case. Now he himself is chief defendant in the most 
speytacular cause célébre in Erench history.

IN BONDAGE 


Young Jews in unoccupied France are faced with the tragic 
dilemma of either starving or working in armament factories 
supplying Hitler's war machine, says the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. 

While the Jews in_ occupied France had already been set to 
work by the Nazis, Jews in the unoccupied zone had not until 
now been formally under such compulsion. Now, however, 
the consistent tightening up of the anti-Jewish regulations is 
gradually depriving Jewish youth in France of all possibility 
of earning a livelihood except by joining the Vichy training 
centres for supplying labour to factories working for the Nazis. 

Conscription of Jews for agricultural work has been ordered 
in Warsaw and a number of other ghettoes. 

The Warsaw Kehilla has been instructed to train and supply 
some 5,000 Jewish men and women for farm work. and the 
Nazis have ordered that the forthcoming Easter holiday shall 
be utilised for giving special training courses for Jewish labour 
conscripts. German and Polish instructors are now in Warsaw 
to supervise the courses. Every farmer can apply to the various 
Kehillas for a fixed number of workers. Refusal to participate 
in the courses, or to supply the required numbers of workers, 
will result in very heavy punishments 

for some time Nazi newspapers have been stressing the need 
for using Jewish labour for agriculture, and articles have actually 
been written praising the Jews in occupied Poland for their 
efficiency in working the land. Reports stated that “ experi- 
menial Jewish villages’ had been established by the Nazis 
in the part of Eastern Galicia where Jews had been engaged 
in agricultural work for many years prior to the Nazi occupa- 
tion. These “ ghetto ” villages, segregated from the non-Jewish 
villages in the region, were conducting farm work under the 
supervision Of Professor Schluebert, a German agricultural 
cxpert, 

All male Jews from 17 to 40 have been mobilised in Bulearia 
for forced labour. Hungary, too, will mobilise 150.000 fit 
Jews and Jewesses for forced labour in agriculture. 

\bout 200 Dutch Jews are reported to have been sent for 


forced labour to the occupied zone of White Russia. They 
travelled in sealed carriages marked with the Maven David.

JAPS ARREST JEWS IN DUTCH 
EAST INDIES 


The Japanese authorities, acting in close contact with the 
Gestapo, have arrested all Jewish refugees from the Third Reich 
ane Nazi-occupied countries traced by them in the Dutch East 
ndies. 

A curfew from 8 p.m. to 5 a.m. has been ordered by the 
Japanese for all Jewish inhabitants of Java. 

Sir Victor Sassoon has arrived at an Atlantic port in a 
refugee ship with 154 other passengers from Java. Sir Victor, 
who is 61 years of age. was a member of the Indian Legislative 
Assembly from 1922-23, and 1926-29. He has large business 
interests in India and in the Far East. During the last war, he 
was a Captain in the Air Force. 

It is reported that the Japanese in Shanghai have confiscated 
the entire property of the Sassoon family. 


U.S.A.’s JEWISH AIRMEN-HEROES 


Despite the fact that Jews form only about three per cent 
of the population of the United States, they number cight per 
cent of the 75 recipients of the Distinguished Flying Cross gained 
among the American Forces during this war, says a report in 
the American press. 


“ SABOTAGE JEW-LAWS,” SAYS NORWAY’S 
ANTI-NAZI BISHOP 


A pastoral letter by the courageous anti-Nazi Bishop 
Bergerayv, dismissed by Quisiang, has been read in many 
churches in Norway. In it, the Bishop denounced the Govern- 
ments new Jew-laws and urged the people to demonstrate their 
sympathy with the Jews, whom he described as loyal and 
patriotic citizens. Many priests also preached sermons denoun- 
cing the Jew-laws 

The Nazi occupation authorities and the Quisling Govern- 
ment have established a concentration camp ‘for Jews in 
Eastern Norway. About 200 Jews are already interned in 
the new camp. They are accused of pro-Allied activities. 


PLANS FOR FUTURE POLAND 


* There shauld be no Jewish problem in a free world and a 
free Poland.” said Mr. Shmuel Zygielbaum, representative of the 
Polish Jewish “ Bund” in the Polish National Council, in an 
interview with the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. Mr, Zygiclbaum 
urcived in London from America last week. 

“ The Jewish question must cease to be a daily problem in 
Poland.” he declared. “ Emigration may prove necessary in 
future Poland, and Jewish citizens may choose to emigrate as 
indeviduals. But m no circumstances must Jews be sclected as 
a particular object of emigration policy.” 

Discussing the attitude of American Jews towards the Jewish 
problem, Mr. Zygielbaum contended that American Jewry, 
including the Jewish working class, had not the same sense of 
urgency about Jewish affairs that was shown by European Jews 
* They stull look upon it rather as a matter of charity towards 
oth than as a problem which concerns themselves,” he said.

AXIS ATTACK ON RABBI SILVER 


n an Arabic broadcast the Axis-controlied radio in Athens 
wat made a vicious attack on Rabbi Dr, Abba Hillel Silver, 
of the U.S.A., in connection with his recent visit to Britain. 
The Axis spokesman bitterly criticised Dr. Silver's approaches 
to British Government circles on the subject of a Jewish Army 
and declared that his work in Britain had demonstrated that 
the Jews were determined to secure a Jewish State in Palestine 
at all costs. 

The same station has recently been systematically attacking all 
moderate Arabs in Palestine in an attempt to rekindle Arab 
nationalist antagonism towards the Jews. In a broadcast last 
week the Arabic commentator he seg attacked the Palestinian 
Arab journalist Abdullah al Khalqui for an article tn the Arab 
paper At Surat AL Mustaque, of Jaffa, in which he mentioned 
that the Hebrew University in Jerusalem furthers the study of 
the Arabic janguage and_ literature, The journalist's simple 
acknowledgment of the well-known work of the University was 
apparently sufficient to brand him as a renegade, who * sold him- 
self to the Jews.”

MORAL 


IN a sermon delivered on the First Day of Passover 
and reported in our columns this week, the Chief Rabbi 
spoke with insight, courage, and vigour on the tumely 
subject of civilian moral. It is much to be hoped that 
his remarks will reach the largest possible numbers of 
both Jews and Christians and that they will be well 
pondered and laid earnestly to heart. 

But no-less important and relevant to the present 
anxious and disturbed conditions 1s the question ol 
moral in general. We are to-day in the midst of what 
is now described as the greatest war of all time. War, 
while sometimes it may evoke fine qualities, can also 
debase men’s minds and characters, and sow the tungus 
of decay in human moral. This necessary reminder ts 
well stated by Captain L. Rabinowitz tn an article tn 
this issue, referred to again on this page. He speaks 
of the steady, silent. yet potent degeneration and 
degradation of the soul which war Life 
hecomes cheap, the restraints of morals and conven- 
hon, of accepted standards, non-existent.” All the more 
mmperious and urgent then the need to be on vigilant 
guard against such disastrous relapse, to invoke the 
sull small voice of righteousness, to recall the nation 
to its own great past, to provide sane direction tor tt, 
and above all to keep shining brightly betore it 
the tremendous moral cause for which alone it has 
icopardised itself unto death. 

It is a truism that in the past it was the righteousness 
of Britain, its refusal to compromise with evil, that 
ennobled Britain and gave her her moral authority and 
pow el Ihe names of Wilberforce, Cromwell, Glad- 
stone, and countless others are blazoned not only tn 
her own but in the worlds stories as men who stood 
sternly, heroically, tor right, the pioneers of human 
advancement. Hf her proconsuls sinned, she had the 
moral courage to bring them to book. UH she pledged 
her word, that word remained sacred; her word was 
her bond. Britains rulers, being human, have erred at 
times, but broadly the, set her course, metaphorically 
speaking, by the stars. At present, however, a single 
veneration has passed iWwiee through the blood bath ot 
ulterly total war. The people have tor the most part

most merciless war of all All this has lett its mark 


a passing one, we pray and believe, but none the less 
unhappy and baletul. In the interval between the two 
wars, “we saw sad signs of moral anemia. We saw, 
iO tise a CNFStaN metaphor, the Briton passine by on 
the other side while the German Jew was stripped and 
sounded, halt-killed and wholly driven into: slavery; 
we noted with distress that a British Prime Miunister, 
one Ramsay Macdonald, whose whole career and 
advancement to honours was tounded on a movement 
lor doing justice to the oppressed that such a man held 
his peace while the Jewish tragedy was consummated. 
We saw British statesmen calling evil good and good evil, 
condoning acts of utter bandttry and the vilest crue!ty in 
a Spain overrun by Fascist and Nazi hordes —the trv-out 
of the present conflict. And this same statesmanship, 
not actively il-meaning but weakly tolerant of evil, took 
feeble and contemptible retuge in the farcical tutilities 
Of an international Non-Intervention Committee, several 
of whose members were, at the same time, | actively 
intervening. Not a hand was raised when the com- 
patriots of one of them-——the Nazis—perpetrated the 
ghastly massacre at Guernica. If German Jews, why 
not Spanish eivilians? 

Lite was becoming cheaper and cheaper. Compromise 
with evil was the order of the day. The cry for justice 
was Stopped up or unheeded. The inescapable principle 
that “ righteousness alone exalteth a nation” was for- 
gotten, as Was the warning of experience that as ye sow 
so shall ye reap. And we have reaped the whirlwind 
of the greatest war. Britain, built on the ethics of the 
Scriptures, had begun to forget the source of its spiritual 
grandeur——and its national strength inevitably declined. 
A vivid measure of this period of moral decline was 
provided by the treatment of the Jewish National Home, 
which so tar-seeing and enlightened a statesman as Field- 
Marshal Smuts described as the noblest single outcome 
of the last world war. Here we saw a weak and lazy 
yielding to the forces of evil, weakness dressed up 
to look like policy,and emerging finally as the miserable 
White Paper betrayal denounced in Parliament by Mr. 
Churchill on May 22, 1939, as “ an act of repudiation, a 
plain breach of a solemn obligation, another Munich.” 
Yet here again we have been destined to see the folly of 
such unrighteousness, to look into the steep depths of the 
abyss to which the paths of wrongdoing always must 
lead. Britains word had for once been broken, 
flagrantly, with no shadow of adequate excuse. Many 


more observed and noted this tragic lapse than spoke 
aloud about it at the time. And so, when in Britain's 
hour of peril her Government offered the Indians the 
promise of total liberty, they remembered the Balfour 
Declaration, the Mandate, and, frowning on Britains 
bond. demanded cash down, It is a grave, a humiliating, 
a painful incident in the British annals. It must have 
shocked the British people, who are at heart a sound, a 
just, a righteous people. But they know it as a ringing 
warning, or, more truly, reminder. Britain must reassert 
the old standards dear to it. It has to restore the Bible's 
guidance to its old supremacy, and get back, or bring its 
leaders back, to the spiritual fount from which it drank 
in the past to its own greater glory, but which in those 
evil years before the war for a little while its rulers 
ignored. 

Tf the moral of the nation is unsound, nothing 
else can be right or enduring. To the wise man’s teach- 
ing that we followed in the days of old must our rulers 
return: “righteousness alone exalts a nation.” Right- 
eousness alone, not cleverness, or astuteness, or deft 
manipulation makes it illustrious and great. To this 
eternal truth Britain’s own history is the conclusive and 
resplendent testimony—an historie lesson deeply under- 
lined by the grandeur which a Britain at bay and seek- 
ing once again that righteous guidance has so pinmistak- 
ably resumed.

JEWS’ ATTITUDE TO THE GOSPELS 
Synagogue Address to South Shields Clergymen 


The first result of the Rev. M.A. Landau’s plea. made 
recently to a gathering of the non-Jewish clergy of South Shields 
lor a closer and more sympathetic understanding between Jew 
and Gentile, was a visit by over 20 Christian clergymen to the 
Synagogue on a recent Friday. where the Rev. Mr. Landau 
addressed them on “ A Rabbi's Attitude Towards the Gospels.”’ 

Alter giving reasons why the Jews throughout the ages were 
Silent about the New Testament and adopted a negative attitude 
towards it, Mr. Landau said that the ume had come when it was 
night and possible for a Jew to look at the Gospels in a more 
historical and impartial spirit. The Jew’'s interest ought to be 
particularly roused when he reflected upon the immense place 
which the Christian religion has filled in the history of the 
world: that the Gospel hero was a Jew: and that the books 
o! ihe New Testament were mainly written by Jews. 

The speaker said that the preaching of the Gospcl:in the 
churches could indirectly and unconsciously stimulate anti- 
Semitism, and he pointed out how this could be avoided. He 


‘urged his audience to read Rabbinical writings, for Rabbinic 


learning, he said, has much to say im the interpretation of the 
New Testament, and more especially of the first three Gospels. 

A discussion followed the address. 

The Rev. M. A. Landau gave an address at the South Shields 
Toc H recently on “ Why anti-Semitism, anti-Christian, and anti- 
British Mean the Same’; at the Stanhope Road Church on 
* Judaism and Christianity ™; at the Frederick Street Church on

Church on “ The Ideal of Zion”: and the Birchington Avenue 
Church on “ Jewish Influence on European Philosophy.” 


HEBREW EDUCATION IN GLASGOW 


Statistics compiled by the Glasgow Jewish Education Board 
show that out of a total of 915 Jewish children—497 boys and 
418 girls—attending day schools in the city, those attending the 
various Hebrew classes numbered 568—477 boys and 9 girls. 

Giving these figures at a meeting of the Board last week, Dr. 
M. Friedlander, Director of Education, said the Board was also 
responsible for the education of more than 200 children who had 
heen evacuated to the two hostels at Skelmorhe and Castle 
Douglas, and at Ayr, Troon, and Largs. He had conducted an 
investigation as to the cost of Jewish education, and he had 
found that Glasgow was spending £4,100 a year, which was 
approximately £5 6s. per child. Referring to the low percentage 
of girls attending Hebrew classes, he said that this was chicfly 
due to existing conditions. 

In a discussion on methods to secure better attendances at the 
classes. Mr. L. Daets, J.P., Chairman, stressing the fact that the 
black-out kept many children away, suggested that an approach 
should be made to parents to get them to send their children dur- 
ing the summer. The Rev L.. Rubinstein favoured personal 
contact, and proposed that a full-time official be appointed, 
who would be responsible for seeing that the children attended 
the Talmud Torah. 

Ultimately, it was decided to adopt the suggestion of Mr 
H_ Finestone, that a publicity campaign be carried through, 
which would emphasise the importance of every Jewish child 
in Glasgow receiving Hebrew instruction. 

Messrs. Ellis Isaacs. M.B.E. B. Glasser, H. B. Solomon, and 
J}. Miller were appointed to represent the Board at the Jewis! 
Education Conference to be held in Glasgow in June.

Mr. H. H. ROskin, presiding at a meeting at the Isaac 
Samuel Memorial Hall, last week, submitted part of the draft 
constitution of the Cardiff United Synagogue. 

The minutes of a previous meeting which were read recalled 
that it had been resolved unanimously that both congregations 
open a banking account under the United Synagogue of Cardiff, 
for meeting expenses which were accumulating during the 
preparations for a final constitution. In reply to a question, Mr, 
Roskin said that while he had received £25 from the Windsor 
Place Congregation, he had not received a similar portion from 
the Cathedral Road Synagogue.

Dr. Fraenkel, who was a practising lawyer in Germany till 
1938, has written a thorough study of the thepry and practiee 
of the legal system in National Socialist Germany, and has 
made an important contribution to the abundant literature 
about the Nazi regime. 

With characteristic German “ Gruendlichkeit,” he has 
examined all the official documents, the legal periodicals, and 
the decisions of the Courts issued since 1933 till the outbreak of 
war, and has given an authority—happily relegated to the notes 
—lor every statement. His main thesis is that National 
Socialist Germany has a double legal system: the “ Normative” 
state, which«purports to retain the old rule of law, and the 
* Prerogative * state, established by the party, which exercises 
unlimited arbitrariness and violence unchecked by any legal 
guarantee. The administrative body of the Normative state, 
which is designed to safeguard the legal order expressed in 
statutes, decisions of the Courts, etc, is, in fact, completely 
subordinate to the agents of the Prerogative state. They Icst 
any power of contesting the arbitrariness of the dictatorship 


- when they held that questions of the necessity and expediency 


of nfartial law were not subject to review by the Courts. 

A superticial view of the German dictatorship might be impressed cither 
by its arbitrariness or by its efficiency based on order: and the author shows 
that, in fact, it is characterised by the combination of the two clements. He 
analyses the means by which the Nazi party enforced its strangichold on the 
population, its abolition of the rule of law, and, on the theorctical sidc, its 
repudiation of rational, natural law 

_ His study is not limited to the events of the last ten years; for he cxamines 
the legal history of the dual state as a permancnt part of the history of 
Prussia and the German Reich. What he has to say about the position of 
the Jews is not new, but in its Icgal aspect is set out clearly and conciscly. 
Since Jews are not considered a part of the German nation, but are rcaarded 
as cnemics, all questions in which they are involved fall within the jurisdiction 
of the Prerogative state. The highest Court of Germany Peld as tar back 
as 1936 that they were civilly dcad They enjoy no protection under the 
law. and they arc, in the medieval sense. outlaws. And that is the status 
which the Nazi reaime imposes upon them throughout Europe 

Mr. Lennard’s litth book, ** Democracy.”’ in the series of Current Problems, 
is somewhat disappointing. He gives an cxcellent account of the essence 
of political democracy and of the devclopment of democracy in England, 
but he does not tackle tha econdémic problem, which has been the root weak- 
ness of European Democracies in the last period: and when he deals with 
the question of education in England, he docs not tackle the weakness of 
our system which divides a couftry educationally into two classes 

He is best in his treatmem of the theory of the Totalitarian State which 
is founded in “a mystic cxaltation of the Race. the State or some other 
Social Whole as an end in itself, compared with which the life of the 
individual is accounted of little valuc.”’ He has suggestive thoughts about 
the difficulty in a Democracy that it takes men longcr’to reach positions of 
influence than in aristocratic society, and so youth is dissatisfied.

Ge *s First European Protectorate. The Fate of Czechs 
and Slovaks. By Eucens V. Robert Hale, 12s. 6d.

Nazism was helped to its present position of world-threatening 
power not only by its own strength, by the widespread view that 
the question at issue was one o erman internal — m 
which foreign governments had no right to meddle, a b 
tactical considerations coucerning the lesser evil. It was helped 
also by its o ts’ conviction of the weakness of their own 
systematic re c. The cause of this lethargy lay partly also 
in the inability to realise what this system meant in Germany, 
and what it would mean for others who would come within its 
power, Everything, therefore, which draws attention to these 
matters strengthens the will to resistance in the present struggle 
for a life worth, living. 

In this lics the rit*of this book on the advance of Nazism in Czecho 
slovakia. kt is written by a journalist, Eugene V. Erdcly. who formed « 
connection with Crechoslovakia during the many years that he was the Vienna 
correspondent of Lipove Noviny, one of the best. Czechoslovak dailics. 

The special significance of the case of Crechoslovakia aftcr Munich, and 
especially after March 1939, lics in the fact that it furnishes a lesson upon 
Germany's view of peaceful and—on her own assertion—triendly relations 
with her neighbours. This gives us a basis for conclusions as to what the 
New Order really means for Germany and for all who may become her 
entorced partners. 

Cvrechosiovakia has now been undcar German “ protectiof”™ for three 
years; the “* Protectorate of Bohemia and Moravia” as part of the Reich, 
Slovakia as a state independent in form, cnioying “ protection " under the 
trcaty concluded in 1939, for a period of 25 years. M. Erdely has col- 
lected matcrial showing what German “ protection ** means in the political, 
cultural and cconomic life of the “* protected " nations: cynical suppression 
of thes liberty not only of action but even of thought, and the cxtreme 
exploitation of their ecconomic resources, from large-scale industry and 


agriculture to unskilled labour. 


Long-standing German Policy 


The dismemberment of Czechoslovakia by Nari machinations and the 
occupation of her fragments is here placed in the framework of two lone- 
standing German political tendencies. Onc is the atiempt to dominate 
Lurope as a first stage in the struegic for world domination. This effort, 
which can be traced for centurics, has its rise in Germany's conviction of 
her physical and spiritual superiority to her neighbours. We know now that 
thes attitude is not mercly as tfega'ds the cast and south-cast. The sccond 
tendency is the German principle of colonisation, the severity of which made 
her notonous all the world over cven before 1914, and which has its source 
in the same conception of her relation to other peoples. The inclination to 
brutality, masked, of course, in those days, has become a national virtuc 
under Nadism. 

M. Erdcly adduces to this end the German method of government, 
msmired by’ Nazi idcology and browsht to perfection in the protected 
countries, in the various fi€lds of Crechoslovak life: in the administration 
which, mm spite of the guarantee of independence, has become an instrument 
of German oppression: in cultural life, from which everything reminiscent 
ot national mdependence and contrary to Nazi idcology has been swept 
away, cverything, that is. which formed the inheritance of a small democrat 
nation Strueagling for its cxistence: in cconomic life, where the Germa 
miltaging has surpassed in thoroughness end method cverything that we know 
om the cxtertions of forcign mercenatics in the days in which the humanisinga 
of warfare was an alien idca In all these spheres the Germans have acted 
with especial savagery towards the Cvechoslovak Jews whom the Cvecho- 
slovak Government was only able for a time to save from the worst with 
the remnants of its power and administrative compectence. 

Ihe book mught be criticised for certain maccuracies in detail, which, 
however, have nothing to do with the subject of the book, which is the fate 
of Cyrechs and Slovaks under German rule. The situation in Crechoslovakia, 
with which Germany, in her own view, is not at war, is described here 
m such a Way as to give the reader an adequate basis for judging how 
things would be in*the world if the indecisiog, and weakness of the 


opponents of Nazism allowed it to dictate the te of peace. Discite

As I have already stated, | would have been prepared to con- 
done, albcit the opposite attitude. I am simply 
the facts as I met them. 

A striking incident in this connection, and one for which 
I can personally vouch has as its hero of the spirit as of the 
flesh a New Zealand gunner of the Jewish faith, hailing trom 
Auckland. He was a husky,- muscular type of yee 
Jewry, and was one of twenty-odd survivors of a New Zealand 
artillery regiment which withstood the whole brunt of the German 
counter-attack on Sidi Rezegh. 

After the action he went out to help bring in some wounded, 
rolling up his sleeves preparatory to commencing his self- 
imposed task. ee he saw a German soldicr staring at 
him apprehensively, stiff with palpable terror® “ What's the 
matter? " he asked. looking round to find out what was scaring 
the German, The German pointed a trembling finger to the 
metal identity disc round the New Zealander’s wrist, boldly 
inscribed with a Magen David and the word “ Jewish” in 
the centre. ; 

You are Jewish,’ he whispered, You are kill me.” 

The New Zealander answered him cuttingly: “* We Jews are 
not like you. We are taught to fight but forbidden to murder.” 

It is a fitting comment on this incident that this gunner resisted 
every pressure from the officer whose batman he was to remove 
this telling evidence of his Judaism. 

_““ What will you do if you're captured? ” his officer asked 


im. 

“Let them come and take me,” was the grim answer. “I 
shan't be taken alive.”’ 

He was under no illusions as to the possible treatment that 
might be meted out to him if he were captured by the Germans. 
But the idea of retaliating in kind was unthinkable. 

At the hospital to which I referred at the beginning of this 
article, a Jewish doctor was placed in charge of the Germans 
when they eventual arrived. cy came in before the 
“ instructions "' as to how they were to be dealt with, and the 
C.O. was inclined to “ dump" them anyhow. (These Germans 
were not wounded, but fit prisoners who had been sent to act 
as medical orderlies.) These prisoners came to the Jewish officer 
and grumbled about their quarters, and in my presence he 
successfully urged the C.O. to make the improvements which 
they sought, 

Or take the case of a British Jewish officer placed in command 
of a prisoner-of-war camp in the desert. I called upon him 
and without a trace of feeling of incongruity he proudly took 
me round and pointed out to me the improvements he had 
been able to effect in the prisoners’ conditions and the genuine 
contentment of these men. He had formerly been in charge 
of Itatian prisoners, and he expatiated on the better behaviour 
greater cleanliness, and smarter discipline of his German 
prisoners. 

This attitude of unreserved appreciation of such praiseworthy 

vualitics as the Germans revealed struck me even more forcibly 
phan the Jewish officer's kindness. A South Africah Jewish 

aptain escaped from the Germans told an attentive audience 
in the mess that the Germans treated their captured wounded 
with more consideration than did the Italians; a British Jewish 
medical officer spoke in terms of praise of their fortitude under 
ain; a Palestinian Jewish officer spoke of their readiness to help. 
ot a trace of an attempt to score even a verbal advantage 
over their enemies. 

The only temptation which some Jewish men found them- 
selves unable to resist was to make it clear to their prisoners 
that they were Jews. One M.O. adopted the practice when 
writing the details @f a fracture on the plaster casing to add 
a Magen David. ut, be it noted, in no single case so far 
recorded has Jewish aid been spurned by these Germans

interested, tributes to the innate Rachmanus, gentleness, and con- 
sideration of the Jew, which occurs in James W. Gerard's “ My 
Four Years in Germany.” The United States Ambassador in Ger- 
many during 1914-17, the four years immediately prior to America’s 
entry into the war, as a neutral he was charged with the super- 
vision of British interests in Germany, and, commenting on 
prisoner-of-war camps and hospitals, describes the atmosphere 
of brutality and lack of feeling in these places. Only in the 
hospitals did he find anything approaching consideration and 
kindness, because, as he remarks, “ the majority of the doctors 
were Jews.” The .book. published in 1917, long before the 
advent of Hitler, therefore, can in no wise be taken as an 
apologia for the Jews, but as a pure matter of fact. 

The simple set of facts which I have related are to me a 
brilliant example of Jewish ethical teachings put to the most 
ditheult of tests, and finding a triumphant vindication. “* When 
thine enemy falleth, rejoice not.”

The need of farmers for extra help with seasonal work, result- 
ing from increasing arable acreage and the general shortage of 
labour, scarcely requires to be restated, and the Ministry of 
Agriculture therefore has issued a memorandum dealing with 
the help that can be given by the boys of public and secondary 
schools in organised parties during term time, harvest camps 
during the holidays, and individual placings during the holidays. 
The memorandum has been sent to Headmasters, with the full 
support of the Board of Education. _ 

There is, of course, an opportunity in this presert scheme 
of serving the dual purpose of helping the country’s war effort 
by increasing food-production and of learning at the same time 
the rudiments of farm work that will be of great use later for 
an agricultural career, whether here or in Palestine.

As standby jobs 
in unsuitable weather for ordinary work, have been included the cleaning up 
of plantations and stacking timber, the haulage of timber and fertilisers, chaff 
cutting. silage. painting farm buildings, and cven constructing a farm road. 

Schoolgirls can help in lighter work in some districts—e¢.g., Dotato planting 
and lifting. fruit and pea picking 

A minimum waee is paid to boys of 16 and over of 8d. an hour: 6d. an 
hour for those under 16.

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SAVE PAPER!

VERYWHERE we go we see Government 
EK appeals begging us to save all the paper 

we can and put it into sacks for salvage, 

and there are statistics showing how much 
ammunition can be made {rom old books, news- 
papers, or even old letters. Books play a great 
part in our lives, and we have always been 
taught to take care of them. Now we must do 
even more, we must sacrifice them for the good 
of our country. Not that you can do without 
your geography and other lesson books, but you 
can give up some of those old and tormerly 
cherished nursery-rhyme books and old story 
books that you have kept so carefully from 
your carliest years, but which you are certainly 
not going to read any more now that you have 
advanced beyond them. 


OriIGIN OF BOoKs 


The origin of books is most interesting 
In olden days people had not learned to write, 
but by some mark or sign indicated thei 
thouchts. and rouch sketches Of animals, men, 
or weapons showed their requirements. (You 
might read in Kuipling’s “ Just-So Stories,”’ 
* The First Alphabet.”} But if they wanted to 
keep records of important events they cut them 
in stone, wood, or metal, and some of these 
relics can be seen in many museums. Do you 
remember, for imstance, the Moabite Stone I 
told you about a few weeks ago? For individual 


Matters, such as bills, clay tablets were used. 


An ancient Greek king ts supposed to have 
Originated the letters of the alphabet, and the 
Romans copied it, and our English alphabet ts 
based on this, but our numerals come from the 
Arabic. 

Ihe first writing ‘“‘ pads" were tabiets 
covered with wax, and people wrote on them 
with a littl stick of iron, sharpened at one 
end: it was called a stylus. Then, after a 
while, they discovered that the papyrus plant's 
broad and tough leaves were excellent for 
writing on, and as it grew profusely throughout 
Egypt and Syria, they could use as much as 
they needed. The papyrus plant was most use- 
ful; not only were its leaves used as “ paper,” 
but its sweet sap was used as food and its stems 
were plaited to make mats and baskets. Our 
modern word, “ paper,” as a matter of fact, 
comes, from the word * papyrus.”

Books were written on the skins of animals. 
of which two main kinds were prepared, one 
plain hide and the other of parchment. which 
was made by specially paring away part of the 
skin. The writing was done on the inside. or 
fieshy side Copies of the Bible were. as a rule. 
made on skins of clean and 
down to this day such parchment is always 
used for the Sefarim read in the Synagogue. 


A ParcHMeNT LEGEND 


An interesting story of how parchment came 
to be used instead of papyrus is told in an 
Egypiian legend. Once, many thousands of 
years ago, the King of Pergamos asked the 
King of Egypt for. sufficient papyrus for his 
scrides to write the history of his country, as 
no papyrus grew in his land. But the King 
of Egypt was greedy and selfish and wanted to 
keep # all for himself,-and he refused to send 
any. The King of Pergamos was in no way 
daunted and sought for other methods and 
materials. Finally, he made the discovery that 
if he dried animal skins in a certain way he 
could use them to write on, and the material 
made was named after his country, Pergamos, 
which became in English “ parchment.” It was 
soon proved that parchment, although dearer 
than papyrus, was stronger and more durable, 
and the Jews used it for the Sefer Torah, and 
for the mezuzah and tefillin.

Ihe proceedings were opened by Mrs. Elton, President of the 
Lodge, and a vote of thanks to the guests of honour was pro- 
posed by Mrs. J. Schwab. Chairman of the Club. Tea was 
served in the hall of the Club, and the guests inspected the Club 
premises. 

A meeting of the Council of the B'nai B'rith (London Lodge) 
was held recently, with the President, Bro. Dr. Samuc! Daiches, 
in the chair. The report was adopted of the luncheon meeting 
of the Lodge, which had been addressed by the President. The 
meeting rose in silent tribute to the refugees drowned in the 
Struma.

When war broke out again he 
W4S appointed to work on naval aircraft 
and prombdted to his present rank.

JEWISH BLOOD 


The extension of the Nuremberg Laws 
to Czech citizens, recently reported, seems 
a little academic at this time, when the 
Nazis have accomplished pretty well all 
the wickedness they. could possibly do 
towards the Czechs, whether Jewish or not. 
Nuremberg arithmetic decrees that all 
persons with three or more Jewish grand- 


parents must be classed as Jews. The 
Nazis are perhaps afraid that research 
farther back among.  great-grandparents 


and earlier, or even the “ stain” of one or 
two Jewish grandparents, might disclose 
skeletons in the cupboard of some ultra- 
patriotic “ Aryans” in the “ party.” It 
reminds me of a story told by Professor 
A. S. Yahuda of one of his lectures in 
Spain. He told his audience the absolute 
historical truth that there can hardly be a 
Spanish family, especially among the 
nobility, which has no trace of Jewish 
blood in its veins—-a truth often witnessed 
to by the handing down of certain family 
names, As.an instance, he mentioned the 
full name of a proud Spanish offi¢er who 
was present. Deeply (and stupidly) morti- 
fied, this Spanish aristocrat chaHenged the 
Professor to a duel, but Dr. Yahuda drily 
replied, ** You may kill me—but you will 
still have Jewish blood in your veins! "
